WORLD RESOURCES 
HOW FAH can the world's mineral and 


biological resources be made to provide for 
its present end future population? An at­ 


tempt to answer that question was the con­ 
tribution of two distinguished Harvard men 


to the opening general symposium of the 
annual meeting at Cleveland of the Amer­ 
ican Association for the Advancement of 
Scienc e. 
Dr. Karl Sax, director of Harvard’s Ar­ 
nold Arboretum, was pessimistic as to try­ 
ing tc aid all distressed areas at o n c e , 
though two-thirds of the population of 2.400,- 
000.000, which has increased 380 per cent in 
the last 300 years, lack adequate f o o d , 
clothing and shelter. 
His fundamental idea was to rehabilitate 
industrial areas first and then—if war can 
be averted—to get them to make their 
share of contributions to a world relief pro­ 
gram . That would leave Eastern and South­ 
east Asia waiting until those industrial 
areas were both strong enough and willing 
to aid. 
Dr. Sax was for new techniques of food 
production, but maintained that their con­ 
tribution to human welfare would depend 
upon whether they were worth the cost. 
Dr. Kirtley F. Mather, professor of ge­ 
ology at Harvard for the last 23 years, was 
more optimistic. He held that in w o r l d 
comity the geographical location of t h e 
earth’s mineral resources need not prevent 
their distribution wherever needed to ex­ 
pedite human welfare. For centuries to 
com e, he insisted, those resources will be 
adequate. As they tend to become deplet­ 
ed, why should not scientific research be 
expected to stand ready, well before t h e 
event, to fill in the gaps? 
What the next 50 or IOO years will pro­ 
duce, Professor Mather would not attempt 
to prophesy. But he cited the facts that 
man takes nitrogen from the air, where the 
supply is virtually unlimited, and uses it to 
feed plants, and that from sea water he has 
removed magnesium for an alloy w i t h 
aluminum for airplane frames. 
The spirit of scientific research directed 
to human needs, where it has been avail­ 
able, has made for more comfortable I i v- 
ing, helped to stamp out disease, increased 
land fertility. Those timid souls looking to 
the long future, who think they foresee 
Mother Nature worn out and depleted do 
not realize that science then will have her 
speaking the “various language” of which 
Bryant wrote. 


While serious-minded men, concerned 
with oui* troubled times, discuss the de­ 


cisions which must be made, petty minds 
insist on rolling into a synthetic plastic a 
coined word—such as “isolationist.” 


The silliness of it is that actually, as Wal­ 


ter Lippmenn points out, we are isolated, 
either by the design of the President and 


his secretary of state or by confused hand­ 
ling of our affairs. 


Whatever it may be, our sons are being 
killed and nobody can take that off our col­ 
lective conscience. 


It has, for instance, been said {hat what 
Herbert Hoover and Joseph P. Kennedy 
say today about World War III, they said 
before and during World War II. This judg­ 
ment on their current speeches is supposed 
to add to the debate the factor that they 
were wrong then, therefore they are wrong 
now. Such a consideration, even if based 
on correct data, is utterly illogical. 
The point is that Hoover was not incor­ 
rect about World War II as events in 1951 
show. (I omit Kennedy from this discussion 
because I do not have his earlier speeches 
and statements at hand.) 
I go back to a speech by Hoover on 
March 30. 1938, in which, after a prolonged 
trip through Europe, he reported to t h e 
American people: 


“It seems unnecessary to state to an 
American audience that we are not isolated 
from the fateful forces that sweep through 
Europe. In 1917 we were directly enmeshed 
in Europe’s great war. And you will not for­ 
get the fact that in 1931, after we had start­ 
ed to recover from our homemade slump, 
we were plunged into the deepest world­ 
wide depression until then known to our his­ 
tory by the financial panic which swarmed 
out of central Europe. While we c a n n o t 
wholly protect ourselves against these in­ 
tellectual, economic or political forces, it is 
imperative that we u n d e r s t a n d them. 
Through understanding, we can avoid some 
mistakes. We must abate some of their vio­ 
lence. 


“ First of all let me say I am not here to­ 
night to tell governments or nations abroad 
what the should do. It is not the right of 
any American to advise foreign peoples as 
to their policies. But it is our duty to con­ 
sider for ourselves the forces outside our 
borders which inevitablv affect us.” 


Soon after came Munich, in which effort 
Franklin D. Roosevelt played an important 
role, supporting appeasement. It will be 
interesting to read Sumner Welles’s forth­ 
coming book, because his was a m a j o r 
role in the conduct of our foreign policy at 
the time—a role far greater than that of 
the secretary of state, Cordell Hull. This 
was before World War II broke into its 
violence. 


To this quotation from Hoover, I wish to 
add the following from a speech by him 
made on June 29, 1941:

PERHAPS of all the bad habits 
of childhood, bed-wetting or en­ 
uresis gives parents the most 
concern. 
8tnce It usually has IU source In 
some deep-seated tension or m al­ 
adjustm ent, it is difficult to deal 
with. Many forms of treatment 
have been tried, but none is uni­ 
versally successful. One thing is 
certain, scolding and punishment 
accomplish nothing and may 
even make the condition worse. 
Drugs are not very helpful in the 
average case. The cutting down 
of fluids, particularly during the 
evening, may be of slight value. 
The offering of rewards does not 
help, but it ’• essential th at the 
ahild have encouragement and 
understanding. 


A w a k e r ” ( h u d 
Recently, a it it hod of treating 
this condition with a wire pad 
and bell th at awakens the child 
when he starts to empty the blad­ 
der has been found helpful. The 
device consists of a rubber sheet, 
connected with a push-button re­ 
lease, which is placed on the bed 
under the ordinary sheet As soon 
as the urine wets the bed, it 
causes the bell to ring, and the 
ringing continues until the child, 
according to instructions pre­ 
viously given to him, gets up and 
presses the button. The child 
then goes to the toilet. 
In carrying out the treatment, 
H Is best to have two pads. When 


I the child first awakens, and the 
wet pad Is removed from the bed, 
the dry one is put on in case a 
second wetting occurs. After the 
child has overcome the habit for 
J about three weeks, the apparatus 
is removed and, In most In­ 
stances the condition will have 
i been cured. 


In Every Case 


Of course, In every case of bed­ 
wetting, the child should be ex­ 
amined carefully by a physician 
I to make sure that there is no dis­ 
eased condition present which is 
contributing to this disorder. 
I 
Parents should remember th at 
; In many instances the habit of 
bed-wetting is started by im­ 
proper training. It is nonnal for 
j the rigid to wet the bed until ha 
is two to thr^e years of age. Ef­ 
forts to prevent bed-wetting be­ 
fore this tune may lead to a con­ 
tinuation of the bed-wetting un- 
j til the youngster is five or six 
years old. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. O. W.: Can neuritis cause 
irritation and pain in the breast? 
Answer: Neuritis or neuralgia 
may be responsible for pain in the 
area of the breast. A tual inflam­ 
mation of the nerves is not a fre­ 
quent condition. M^re often, neu­ 
ritis, which means nerve irrita­ 
tion, Is responsible. 
Of course, pain in the breast 
may be produced by other causes, 
such as congestion or certain 
glandular disturbances.

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juvenile Delinquency 
On Decline Here, Judge 
Tells Junior W omens Club 


M rs. Dearborn 
Hosts Group 


Juvenile delinquency in Pick 
Mi'ay 
County 
Juvenile 
Court I 
flfkes up only a small portion of 
the court’s expenditure. 
This 
revelation 
was 
made 
Thursday evening by 
Juvenile 
Court Judge George Young who 
spoke before Circleville Junior 
Women’s Club. 
Meeting in the home of Mrs. 
George Dearborn on Springhol- 
low Road, the club heard Judge 
Young detail the workings of the , 
^tie-known juvenile court. 
Giving a 
breakdown on the 
functions of his court, the judge I 
pointed out that juvenile delinq- | 
uency in Pickaway County was 
“ on a definite decline.” 
As a result, corrective m eas­ 
ures taken by the court are be­ 
ing forced into the background 
insofar as court action is con­ 
cerned. 
^Instead, the court’s primary 
ffncern nowadays, Judge Young 
said, involves special assistance 
to youngsters—children who are 
cripples, those in foster homes 
and youths who are dependent 
upon the public for assistance. 
He emphasized the importance 
of assistance for crippled young­ 
sters, indicated that his 
court 
budget is far too small for this 
particular category. He explain­ 
er* that a single case of infantile 
paralysis may take up nearly 
half of his annual $2,500 approp­ 
riation within a few months. 
Regarding delinquency cases, I 
Judge Young declared that often 
“ it is the parent who must be 
corrected rather than the child.” 
He declared that in all cases 
of juvenile delinquency, his court 
studies “ why" the child was de­ 
linquent rather than “ what” the 
% lid did to bring the case be 
fore the court. 
In many cases, the judge said, 
the 
matter can 
be corrected 
merely as the result of talks j 
with the child. 
Some cases require spec ial ex­ 
aminations of the child. Most of 
these are handled by the Bureau J 
of Juvenile Research in Colum­ 
bus. This is an organization of 
^lysicians and psychiatrists who 
™ over a child's case and deter­ 
mine the cause of his misbehav­ 
ior. It metes out no punishment, 
recommends none, but merely 
makes a report of the child’s 
physical, mental and emotional 
status to the court. 
The court uses this scientific in­ 
formation as a guide in making 
disposition of the case 
The judge recalled that in one 
case, the court determined that 
^ was the mother, rather than 
the child, which was responsible 
lor the child’s delinquency. 
A few days in the count\ jail 
for the mother brought the de­ 
sired corrected attitude. 
In another case, the court was 
confronted by a lad who had 
been assisting 
the “ March of 
Dimes”—but had been pocketing 
the proceeds 
Investigation by the court re­ 
g a le d that the lad wa.s badly in 
need of eye glasses, that his diet 
was devoid of milk. The court 
secured proper glasses and a lo­ 
cal 
dairy 
provided 
necessary 
milk. The judge reported 
that 
the child now is doing far better 
work in his school, is showing 
no inclination to take up public 
collections. 
Mrs. Zelma Maynard, execu­ 
tive secretary of the county child 
fe’lfare 
board, 
drew 
especial 
applause from the judge. Addi­ 
tion of this aide to his staff, the 
judge said, has proved extrem e­ 
ly valuable in placement of chil­ 
dren in foster homes and in as­ 
sisting in straightening out diffi­ 
cult cases.

TH E PROPHETS had prophe- 
sied that before the Lord cam e to 
the world God would send a m es­ 
senger to prepare the w ay. 
John the Baptist w as that m es­ 
senger, son of the priest Zachar- 
ias and Elizabeth, his wife. 
He 
grew up in the wilderness, you re­ 
member. dressing roughly in cam ­ 
e l’s hair cloth and living on lo- 
•custs and wild honey. 
His m essage to the people was. 
"Prepare ye the w ay of the Lord, 
m ake His paths straight.” 
Many people 
believed 
in his 
m essage and wore baptized by 
him 
As they emerged from the 
w'ater he told them: ‘T here com ­ 
eth One m ightier than I after me. 
the latchet of whose shoes I am 
not worthy to stoop down and un­ 
loose. 
‘‘I indeed have baptized you with 
water; but He shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost.” 
These sincere people m ust have 
been surprised at what he told 
t h e m . 
T h e y probably did not 
know what he was talking about, 
but they must have been very 


b a p t i z e them with the Holy 
G host? 
A fter proclaim ing His m essage, 
Jesus walked by the Sea of G ali­ 
lee. 
Then He saw Simon, later 
called Peter, and his brother, An­ 
drew', casting a net into the sea; 
for they w ere fishermen. 
Jesus said to them. “Come ye 
after Me. and I w ill m ake you to 
b e c o m e fishers of men. 
And 
straightw ay t h e y forsook their 
nets and followed Him.” 
Going a little further He saw 
tw o other fishermen who w'ere 
m ending their nets in their ship. 
Them too He called, and they left 
their ship and their father and 
w'ent with Him. 
These four were the first of the 
Tw elve Jesus called to train for 
H is w'ork. He probably knew His 
tim e on earth would be short, and 
felt the urgent need to choose 
those who would carry His m es­ 
sage after He w as gone. 
This calling of the four con­ 
cludes the reference given us for 
today's lesson. What lessons can 
we learn from these episodes?
